Russian  grain  harvesting  continues  backward  with  only  111  million 
acres  (ell  grains)  cut  to  August  10  or  53  per  cent  of  the  plan  compared 
with  141  million  acres  cut  at  the  same  time  last  year.     The  harvest  con- 
tinued especially  backward  in  the  important  Ukraine  region.  (Agricultural 
Attache  Steere,  Berlin,  August  19.) 

Portugal  wheat  yield  now  forecasted  at  18,151,000  bushels,  a 
slight  reduction  from  the  earlier  official  estimate  but  is  still  half  again 
as  large  as  last  year's  crop  of  12,042,000  bushels.     (International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture,  Rome,  August  18.) 

Union  of  South  Africa  wool  clip  this  year  (1932)  estimated  at 
301,000,000  pounds  compared  with  306,000,000  estimated  for  last  year. 
(Agricultural  Attache  Taylor,  Pretoria,  August  17.) 

Manchurian  soy  bean  crop  prospect  for  total  country  reduced  20  to 
25  per  cent  below  last  year  and  the  total  wheat  crop  prospect  is  for  a 
reduction  of  50  to  60  per  cent  from  the  1931  production  due  to  continued 
rains  and  floods  in  North  Manchuria,     further  investigations  of  the 
damage  are  being  made  by  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner.    Also  see 
page  265  this  issue  and  page  233  in  the  August  15  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets".     (Shanghai  Office,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  August  19.) 

Corrections 

On  page  231  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  for  August  15,  third 
paragraph,  second  line,  the  figure  of  7-g-  million  acres  of  grain  cut  in 
Russia  should  read  71^-  million  acres. 

On  page  277  of  this  week's  issue,  world  rice  production  for  1931 
was  estimated  at  about  131  billion  pounds.    Further  information  just 
received  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  indicates 
a  downward  revision  in  the  Indo-China  1931  rice  crop  of  around  1  billion 
pounds  which  would  reduce  the  estimated  world  total  to  approximately  130 
billion.     The  Indo-China  rice  crop  for  1931  is  now  placed  at  7,772,000,000 
pounds  against  8,004,000,000  pounds  in  1930.

BREAD  GRAII7S 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  information 

Total  wheat  prod-action  in  54  countries  now  reporting  is  3,100,120,000 
bushels  compared  with  3,109,870,000  "bushels  last  year.    India's  final  report 
recently  received  was  about-  4  million  bushels  under  the  previous  estimate  and 
10  million  under  last  year's  final  figure.    The  official  figure  reported  for 
Switzerland  of  4,188,000  bushels  compares  with  5,653,000  estimated  by  Agricul- 
tural Attache  Steere  previously  reported.    The  larger  German  figure  included 
in  last  week's  tables  seems  optimistic  considering  recent  rains  and  lodging 
in  some  parts  of  the  country..    Reports  from  Manchuria  are  very  indefinite, 
L'r.  DawSon  cables,  but  it  seems  likely  that  crops  of  North  Manchuria  will  be 
reduced  from  40  to  50  per  cent  from  last  year.    The  amount  of  damage  from 
floods  is  not  yet  available. 

The  weather  during  the  past  fortnight  was  too  hot  and  dry  for  the 
proper  filling  of  grain  crops  in  western  Canada,  according  to  a  telegram  on 
August  15  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.    Harvest  was  pro- 
ceeding under  almost  ideal  conditions  in  this  section.    Good  rains  fell  in 
Saskatchewan  and  central  Alberta  during  the  week  ended  August  15  but  generally 
precipitation  is  still  needed.    Temperatures  remained  high  except  in  central 
Alberta  where  it  was  cold  the  night  of  August  15.    There  is  more  fear  of 
frost  in  the  northern  areas  of  Canada  than  there  is  of  rust  in  the  southern 
sections.    Grades  of  grain  are  expected  to  be  lower  this  year. 

Smaller  wheat  exports  from  Russia  are  expected  this  year  as  a  result 
of  reduced  acreage,  late  sowings  and  recent  crop  deterioration.    The  lack  of 
significant  offers  of  new  crop  wheat  this  late  in  the  season  seems  to  sub- 
stantiate this  conclusion,  according  to  the  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner, 
D.  F.  Christy  at  3erlin.    The  food  shortage  has  become  so  acute  that  the  auth- 
orities have  been  recently  forced  to  purchase  additional  cargoes  of  wheat  and 
flour.    Last  year  an  abundant  crop  of  early  wheat  was  available  from  the  sec- 
tions nearest  tne  Black  Sea,,  but  the  crop  prospects  are  not  so  favorable  in 
those  regions  this  year,  and  exports  are  not  likely  to  be  so  large  during  the 
first  part  of  the  season  as  was  the  case  a  year  ago.    There  have  been  no  ship- 
ments of  wheat  from  31ack  Sea  ports  since  the  end  of  April  this  year.  Last 
year,  nearly  8,000,000  bushels  were  exported  in  the  months  May-July. 

'The  wheat  acreage  in  37  countries  totals  202,037,000  acres  compared 
with  201,060,000.  acres  last  year  in  the  same  countries.    The  Canadian  report 
issued  August  10  revised  their  acreage  to  27,099,000  acres  where  the  previous 
figure  was  25,168,000.    For  further  details  see  table  page  267. 

Prodaction  of  rye  in  13. countries  at  504,324,000  bushels  is  about  19  per 
cent  above  last  year's  harvest  in  those  same  countries.  No  production  estimate 
is  yet  available  for  Poland,  one  of  the  largest  rye  producing  countries. 
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Foreign  weather  and  crop . conditions 


Europe 


Light  rains-  fell  in  the  North  Caucasus,  Ural  region  and  Ukraine  and 
heavy  rains  in  White  Russia  during  the  week  ended  August  7,  according  to 
information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    Harvesting  was 
progressing  better  with  a  reported  area  of  93,898,000  acres  cut,  or  about  45 
.per  cent.     The  delay  has  been  particularly  noticeable  in  Ukraine  and  the. 
North  Caucasus  regions.    Procurings  for  the  month  of  July  were  only  45  per 
cent  of  the  plan. 

In  most  sections  of  eastern  and  northeastern  Europe  normal  temperatures 
and  abundant  rains  were  reported.     Jhere  were  local  showers  in  western  Europe. 
Harvesting  was  making  rapid  progress  in  France  due  to  favorable  weather,  and 
yields  and  quality  of  the  grain  were  satisfactory  except  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  country.    Black  rust  damage  was  very  laxge  in  the  southern  provinces 
of  Poland,  according  to  observations  of  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Christy  while  on  a  recent  field  trip.     It  is  possible  that  the  total  produc- 
tion of  wheat  in  Poland  will  be  one-third  below  previous  expectations.  This 
condition  extends  to  Ukraine  and  the  eastern  section  of  Czechoslovakia  where 
there  is  considerable  damage.    Harvest  was  delayed  in  Belgium  but  damage  from 
weather  was  insignificant. 


Argentina  ... 

Present  indications  point  to  an  increase  of  10  to  12  per  cent  in  the 
wheat  acreage  of  Argentina,  as  compared  with  the  area  sown  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  dated  July  29  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos 
Aires.    The  important  wheat  provinces  of  Buenos  Aires,  Cordoba  and  Santa  Ee 
will  show  considerably  larger  areas  of  wheat  than  last  year,  but  the  territory 
of  La  Pampa  will  likely  show  a  decrease.     In  the  July  22  report  of  the  Argen- 
tine Ministry  of  Agriculture  it  was  stated  that  the  increase  in  the  wheat 
acreage  in  Buenos  Aires  Province  would  amount  to  20  per  cent,  Santa  Fe  15  oer 
cent  and  Santiago  del  Estero  25  per  cent.    No  definite  figures  were  given  for 
other  provinces  and  territories. 

Wiieat  seeding  was  practically  completed  on  August  1,  and  where  the  seed 
bad  germinated  and  the  plants  were  above  ground,  conditions  generally  were  said 
to  be  very  good.    Temperatures  during  most  of  June  and  July  were  well  above 
normal  and  moisture  conditions  were  very  good.     There  is  some  fear  that  if  high 
temperatures  continue  much  longer  the  wheat  will  make  too  rank  a  growth  above 
the  surface  for  this  season  of  the  year.    The  warm  weather  has  also  favored 
considerable  weed  growth.    Locusts  have  appeared  in  large  numbers  in  the  extreme 
northern  part  of  the  cereal  zone.    While  but  little  damage  has  occurred  so  far, 
serious  losses  may  occur  if  their  movement  southward  is  not  checked  by  cooler 
weather  and  by  concerted  action  for  their  destruction.

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

Continental  import  markets  were  irregular  during  the  week  ended 
August  10,  being  influenced  largely  by  prospects  and  movement  of  the  domes- 
tic wheat  crops,  Mr.  Steere  states.     The  Netherlands  market  was  quiet  but 
fairly  firm.    Belgium  was  firm,  with  activity  largely  confined  to  Argentine 
and  Canadian  wheats.     The  French  market  was  weaker  due  to  the  crogress  of 
harvesting.    Prices  were  maintained  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia  was  rela- 
tively quiet.    Favorable  crop  reports  weakened  the  wheat  and  rye  market  in 
Germany.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  August  10  was  $1.38 
compared  with  $1.43  a  week  earlier.     Rye  prices  were  0*98  and  $.97  respec- 
tively. 
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Tientsin 

Total  arrivals  of  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin  during  July  amounted  to 
495,000  barrels  of  which  65,000  "barrels  were  from  Japan,  7,000  from  Australia 
and  423,  000  from  Shanghai ,  according  to  cabled  information  'from '■Consul  General 
Ward  at  Tientsin.    Local  mill  production  for  the  month  was  105,000  barrels. 
Orders  placed  by  Tientsin  importers  during  July  were:    American  mills,  15,000 
barrels  for -August  and  September  shipment;  Australian  mills,  95,000  barrels 
for  September  and  October  shipment.     Stocks  on  hand  at  Tientsin  on  July  31 
were  280,000  barrels. 

The  average  wholesale  prices  of  wheat  flour  at  the  end  of  July,  ex- 
warehouse,  Tientsin  packed  in  bags  of  49  pounds  net,  and  quoted  in  terms  of 
United  States  currency  per  barrel:    American  club  straight,  $2.53;  Canadian 
first  clear,  $2.32;  Japanese,.  $2.20;  Shanghai  milled,.  $2.35;  Tientsin  milled, 
first  grade  $2.69,  second  grade  $2.61,  third  grade  $2.53. 

Shanghai 

During  the  week  ended  August  13  Shanghai  millers  contracted  for  two 
cargoes  of  Australian  wheat  for  September  delivery  at  about.  54  cents  per  bushel, 
Mr.  Dawson  cables.    This  is  the  first  foreign  wheat  bought.    Native  wheat 
arrivals  are  decreasing  and  millers  are  interested  in  buying  more  foreign 
wheat . 

Tokyo 

Prospects  for  American  wheat  in  the  immediate  future  are  good  due  to 
reasonable  prices  compared  with  other  wheats  at  Tokyo,  Consul  Sturgeon 
reports.    Wheat  imports  into  Tokyo  during  June  were:    United  States,  94,511 
bushels;  Canada,  1,169,101  bushels;  Australia,  3,911,018;  total  5,174,644. 
Total  flour  exports  for  June  were  245,784  barrels  of  196  pounds.    The  whole- 
sale price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  August  1  was  77  cents  per  bag  of  49 
pounds.     The  domestic  market  registered  strong  with  the  early  export  demand 
good  and  normal  stocks  on  hand. 

Wheat  prices  at  the  mill  on  August  1  were:    Western  White  Ho.  2,  89 
cents  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  5,  84  cents;  Australian,  Victoria  f .a.q. 
quality  88  cents;  'Portland  wheat,  c.i.f.  57  cents. 

Wheat  prices 

Wheat  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  declined  during 
the,  first  half  of  July,  but  advanced  during  the  last  half  of  the  month  and 
first  week  of  August  to  a  level  somewhat  above  that  of  the  first  of  July. 
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During  this  five-week  -period  winter  wheat  showed  no  re  strength  than  spring 
and  durum  which  nay  "be  accounted  for  "by  the  relatively  small  winter  wheat 
crop  and  the  forecast  for  spring  wheat  somewhat  above  average.     The  recent 
advance  in  wheat  prices  which  began  about  the  middle  of  July  affected 
futures  prices  considerably  more  than  cash,  especially  during  -the  first 
week  of  August.    The  advance  in  September  futures  from  July  16  to  the 
beginning  of  August  was  only  about  4  per  cent,  which  was  about  the  same 
as  the  advance  in  cash  prices.    During  the  week,  August  2  to  August  8, 
September  futures  at  the  three  principal  markets,  advanced  about  13  per 
cent  whereas  the  advance  in  cash  averaged  about  8  per  cent.    This  latter 
advance  was  associated  with  considerable  speculative  activity  in  security 
and  other  commodity  markets.    Only  a  small  portion  of  this  recent  advance 
in  United  States  prices  was  reflected  in  world  prices.    On  August  2,  Liver- 
pool was  5-3/4  cents  above  Chicago,  whereas  on  August  8,  the  spread  was  only 
1-1/2  cents. 

The  crop  of  all  wheat  in  the  United  States,  based  on  conditions  as 
of  August  1,  was  forecast  to  be  723  million  bushels,  of  which  442  million 
bushels  is  winter  wheat  and  281  million  bushels  spring  wheat.     The  carryover 
of  old  wheat  into  the  1932-33  season  was  reported  to  be  about  363  million 
bushels,  a  large  percentage  of  which  was  winter  wheat.    Thus,  the  propor- 
tions of  spring  and  winter  wheats  in  total  supplies  for  milling  during  1932- 
33  will  be  more  nearly  normal  than  is  indicated  by  the  relative  sizes  of  the 
new  crops  of  spring  and  winter  wheats.    There  will,  however,  be  a  much  larger 
percentage  of  durum  wheat  in  the  supplies  for  the  current  season  than  was 
the  case  last  year.     Total  supplies  of  wheat  for  the  1932-33  season  may  be 
about  125  million  bushels  less  than  the  total  supply  for  1931-32.  The 
disappearance  of  wheat  during  1931-32  was  about  the  same  as  the  accounted 
for  disappeamace.  in  1930-31.    The  level  of  prices  during  1931-32,  however, 
was  considerably  under  that  of  1930-31.    All  classes  and  grades  at  si::  mar- 
kets averaged  55.1  cents  per  bushel  for  1931-32  and  77.1  cents  for  the 
previous  year.    Exports  during  1931-32  were  about  five  million  bushels 
larger  than  for  the  previous  year.    There  was  also  about  25  million  bushels 
more  wheat  fed  to  live'  stock  than  in  1930-31,  but  total  millings  and  wheat 
used  for  seed  were  both  under  1930-31. 

Pooling  of  domestic  wheat  in  Greece 

For  several  years  the  Greek  government,  with  a  view  to  encouraging 
domestic  wheat  production  and  protecting  the  interests  of  farners,  has 
annually  pooled  a  portion  of  the  domestic  wheat  crop  at  a  t>rice  which  it 
considered  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  grower  and  has  disposed  of  its  hold- 
ings to  the  milling  industry  at  prices  intended  to  establish  an  equilibrium 
between  locally  produced  wheat  and  the  imported  commodity.  Instructions 
for  the  concentration  of  this  year1 s  crop  were  recently  issued.     These  pro- 
vide for  the  pooling  by  the  Central  Committee  of  approximately  77,000  metric 
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tons  (2,829,000  bushels)  or  15.6  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  for  the  year  as 

compared  with  10.9  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  in  1951.     The  crop  this  year 

is  estimated  at  568,280  metric  tons  (20,881,000  bushels)  as  against  351,424 
metric  tons  (12,912,000  bushels)  in  1931. 

The  price  to  be  paid  to  producers  for  the  1932  wheat  delivered  to 
the  pool  will  vary  in  accordance  with  the  grades  from  6.90  to  7.90  drachma 
per  oke  ($0.94  to  $1.07  per  bushel),  as  against  5.70  to  6.30  drachma  per 
oke  (SI. 56  to  $1.75  per  bushel)  paid  in  1931.    Wheat  importers  are  obligated 
to  purchase  domestic  wheat  out  of  the  pooled  stocks,     The  percentage  of 
such  compulsory  purchases  has  not  yet  been  decided  upon,  but  it  will  prob- 
ably bo  in  the  neighborhood  of  15  per  cent,  the  figure  for  last  y^ar.  Im- 
porters of  flour  last  year  wore  assessed  a  fixed  charge  of  0.175  drachma  per 
kilo  (approximately  $0.10  per  100  pounds)  of  flour  imported.    This  charge 
is  in  addition  to  the  import  duty.    The  charge  for  this  year  has  not  yet 
been  fixed. 


FEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  feed  grain  production  over  that 
of  last  year.     The  countries  which  have  reported  barley  in  1932  show  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  20  par  cent,  those  reporting  oats  an  increase  of  more  than 
7  per  cent,  and  those  reporting  corn  an  increase  of  nearly  11  per  cent.  The 
United  States  and  Europe,  except  in  a  few  of  the  countries  farthest  west, 
show  substantial  gains  in  all  those  'crops,  but  in  North  Africa  and  Asia  there 
is  a  small  decline.  •  For  tables  showing  detailed  production  figures  for 
barley,  oats  and  corn,  see  pages  301  and  302. 

In  Great  Britain  and  Irish  Free  State  the  1932  barley  and  oats  acre- 
ages have  tended  to  go  below  the  low  1931  figures,  in  several  instances 
setting  new  low  records.     In  Canada  the  barley  area  is  estimated  at 
3,728,000  acres,  a  decrease  of  about  1  por  cent  from  the  area  sown  last  year, 
and  the  smallest  adreagc  since  1927.     The  condition  of  the  crop  at  the  end 
of  July  was  87  per  cent  of  the  long-time  average  compared  with  63  per  cent 
last  year.    The  oats  area  is  placed  at  13,138,000  acres,  an  increase  of  2 
per  cent  over  the  acreage  of  last  yc^.r,  and  1  por  cent  abovo  the  average  of 
the  past  five  years.     The  oats  condition  at  the  end  of  July  was  90  per  cent 
of  the  long-time    average  compared  with  only  71  per  cent  last  y^ar. 

In  Austria  the  August  1'  condition  of  oats  and  winter  barley  was 
above  average,  but  spring  barloy  was  not  quite  so  favorable.     In  norway  at 
that  date,  the  barley  and  oats  condition  was  well  above  average  and  better 
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thr.n  tit  the  same  time  last  yer.r.     In  Manchuria  conditions  have  boon  so  poor 
that  there  is  expected  to  be  a  40  to  50  per  cent  reduction  in  these  grains 
from  last  year. 

In  the  United  States,  August  1  condition  figures  for  barley,  oats 
and  corn  wore  higher  than  a  yer.r  earlier,  especially  for  barley.    Farm  stocks 
of  barley  in  the  United  States  on  August  1  mounted  to  5,951,000  bushels 
compared  with  13,544,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year,  whilo  farm  stocks 
of  oats  were  65,993,000  bushels  against  72,560,000  bushels  last  year.  In 
Canada  stocks  of  barley  on  July  31  totaled  7,162,000  bushels  compared  with 
29,462,000  bushels  lr.st  year,  while  stocks  of  oats  at  the  end  of  July  were 
29,972,000  bushels  against  63,432,000  bushels  last  year.     Current  price  and 
trade  data  are  shown  in  a  table  on  page  303. 

Malting  barley 

The  demand  for  malting  barley  in  England  is  reported  as  very  dull, 
with  no  Chilian  or  Grecian  barley    being  offered.     The  English  crop  is  not 
yet  ready,  but  is  expected  to  be  of  good  quality  if  the  weather  continues 
favorable.    Grain  Specialist  Shollonborger  reports  that  the  malting  barley 
crop  in  Czechoslovakia  will  bo  about  equal  to  that  of  last  year  on  account 
of  higher  yields,  but  the  quality  will  average  lower.     Three-fourths  of  the 
crop  is  said  to  be  stained  and  affected  by  late  rains,  and  the  quantity 
for  export  may  be  less  on  account  of  restrictions  on  corn  importations. 


COTTON 

Foreign  cotton  markets  stronger 

European  cotton  markets  strengthened  following  the  estimate  of  a 
smaller  crop  in  the  United  States.     The  rise  took  the  Liverpool  quotations 
as  of  August  12  up  substantially  above  those  ef  the  preceding  week.  See 
table,  page  305.    There  was  a  bettor  demand  for  actua.l  cotton.    At  Man- 
chester demand  for  cloth  was  somewhat  mere  active  especially  from  India 
and  China,  with  prices  hardening.    Reports  from  idavre  indicate  continued 
prompt  fixing  of  steady  purchases.     There  is  practically  no. export  busi- 
ness in  cotton  goods,  but  hom^  sales  are  practically  sufficient  for  current 
curtailed  production.    At  Bremen  there  has  been  a  good  demand  for  high 
grade  cotton  in  anticipation  sf  further  deterioration  of  the  American  crop. 
Agricultural  Attache  Steere  of  Berlin  reports  that,  while  continental 
European  cotton  textile  conditions  did  not  deteriorate  further  during  July, 
the  anticipated  improvement  following  the  Lausanne  Conference  has  been  only 
partially  realized. 
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Crisis  reached  in  British  cotton  labor  dis-puto 

With  strikes  imminent  in  several  British  cotton  textile  centers,  the 
Mill  Owners'  Association  recommended  on  August  12  a  wage  reduction  of  25 
per  cent,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Attache  E.  A.  Foley  at 
London.     On  the  basis  of  existing  wage  rates,  the  recommendation  is  equiva- 
lent to  a  reduction  in  earnings  of  2  shillings,  9  pence  in  the  pound  sterl- 
ing.   The  Weavers'  Association  has  recommended  a  general  stoppage  affecting 
250,000  workers.    Many  mills  already  are  operating  under  the"  reduced  wage 
scale,  but  further  negotiation's  are  in  progress.    At  a  meeting  on  August 
15,  the  weavers'  organization  announced  August  27  for  a  strike  affecting 
500,000  workers,  unless  some  agreement  is  reached  before  that  date. 

China  expects  larger  cotton  crop 

Present  conditions  indicate  a  1932  Chinese  cotton  crop  considerably 
larger  than  m  1931,  according  to  a  radiogram  of  August  15  from  Agricultur- 
al Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    Crop  conditions  apparently  are 
good  in  most  of  the  important  cotton  producing  areas.     Stocks  of  American 
raw  cotton  are  considered  rather  heavy  but  stocks  of  other  growths  are 
light.     Chinese-owned  cotton  mills  are  operating  at  about  80  per  cent 
capacity  owing  to  hot  weather,  while  Japanese-owned,  mill s  have  curtailed 
to  about  60  per  cent  in  view  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  disposing 
of  yarn  profitably.     Chinese  yarn,  however,  is  moving  out  at  a  good  rate 
and  most  mills  are  sold  well  forward.     The  piece  goods  market  remains  dull, 
with  very  little  business  being  done.     Consumption  of  American  cotton  for 
the  year  ending  September  30  next  is  still  placed  at  860,000  bales. 


FRUITS,  VEGETABLES.  A1TD  1TUTS 
Canada  lias  reduced  apple  crp-p 


The  August  1  estimate  places  the  Canadian  apple  crop  at  10,260,000 
bushels,  according  to  a  wire  from'  the  Fruit  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Department 
ol  Agriculture.    This  figure  is  9.8  per  cent  below  the  crop  of  11,379,000 
bushels  in  1931.    The  apple  crop  in  Nova  Scotia  is  placed  at  3,303,000  bushels 

f^'ln'?2'000  laSt  yCar#    Th°  British  Columbia  croo  is  expected  to  reach 
4,412,000  bushels  which  is  much  larger  than  the  crop  of  3,447,000  bushels 
narvested  m  1931.     The  1932  Canadian  pear  crop  was  estimated  at  415,000 
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bushels  and  the  peach  crop  at  878,000  "bushels.    These  totals  compare  with 
crops  of  -1-00,000  and  882,000  bushels  respectively  last  season.    The  figures 
for  August  were  slightly  above  those  for  July. 

Faertp  Rico  expects  good  grapefruit  movement 

Fall  shipments  of  grapefruit  from  Puerto  Rico  are  expected  to  reach 
915,000  boxes,  according  to  a  communication  from  A.  S.  Mason,  Supervising 
Inspector,  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Division,  Department  of  Agriculture  at 
San  Juan.    It  is  estimated  that  this  total  will  be  made  up  of  690,000  boxes 
of  fruit  grading  U.  S.  No..  2  or  higher.    Of  this  fruit  60  per  cent  will  prob- 
ably be  U.S.  No.  1,  10  per  cent  U.S.  No.  1  Russet,  and  30  per  cent  U.S.  Ho. 
2  quality.    Approximately  65  per  cent  of  this  fruit  will  be  70' s  and  larger 
and  35  per  cent  80»  s  and  smaller.    Mr.  Mason  estimates  that  50,000  boxes 
will  be  available  for  shipment  in  August;  190,000  in  September;  250,000  in 
October;  100,000  in  November;  and  100,000  in  December.-    In  addition,  there 
should  be  about  225,000  boxes  of  fruit  available  for  shipment  during  these 
months  that  will  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  U.  S.  No.  2  grade. 

This  early  crop  is  of  fine  quality,  and  is  much  better  than  last 
year.    It  is  generally  of  a  flat  type  and  well  shaped.    Mature  fruit  is 
showing  more  juice  volume  and  higher  sugar  content  than  like  fruit  last 
season.     In  addition  to  grapefruit,  there  will  probably  be  approximately 
35,000  boxes  of  oranges  grading  U.S.  No*-  2  or  higher  available  for  shipment 
from  the  Island. 

C-rowers  have  appointed  a  committee  to  work  out  a  distribution  plan 
for  grapefruit.    They  contemplate-,  shipping  considerable  quantities  of  fruit 
through  Charleston,  Mobile  and  Houston.    This  will  be  a  new  departure  as 
most  of  the  crop  has  been  shipped,  through  New  York  in  the  past.  Steamship 
companies  have  assured  growers  that  they  can  provide  space  for  around 
25,000  boxes  a  week  to  the  southern  ports,  of  which  approximately  85  per 
cent  can  be  shipped  under  refrigeration. 

British  prune  markets  firm- 

Spot  business  for  prunes  in  London  continues  on  a  moderate  level  at 
unchanged  values  and. grading  appears  normal  for  this  time  of  year,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Mr.  FT.  A.  Motz ,  Pruit  Marketing  Specialist  in  Europe.  The 
attractive  basis  upon  which  1931  crop  prunes  for  prompt  shipment  are 
being  quoted  is  resulting  in  brisk  trade.    New  crop  California  prunes 
are  being  offered  at  prices  which  are  considered  reasonable.    While 'these 
offers  are  resulting  in  some  sales  buyers  are  proceeding  cautiously.  Present 
prices  are  easier  than  those  quoted  a  fortnight  ago,  the  smaller  sizes  showing 
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the  widest  margin  of  depreciation.    The  spot  demand  for  prunes  in  Liverpool 
has  improved  and  trade  is  increasing.     Stocks  are  clearing  quickly  and 
many. sizes  are  short.    The  position  of  new  crop  prunes  is  unchanged,  specu- 
lators quoting  from  3/-  to  4/-  above  spot  offers.    The  trade,  however,  is 
waiting  for  quotations  from  the  association  and  from  more  reliable  packers 
which  will  be  announced  around  August  25. 

Turkish  government  establishes  ex-port  grades  for  filberts. 

Regulations  governing  the  exportation  of  .Turkish  filberts  have  been 
drawn  up  by  the  Council  of  Ministers  in  conformity  with  Law  Number  1705 
of  June  10,  1930,  which  authorized  the  adoption  of  measures  to  prevent 
fraud  in  commerce  and  for  the  regulation,  control,  and  protection  of  Turkish 
exports.    The  new  regulations  relative  to  filberts  provides  that  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  located  in  the  various  producing  areas  will  exercise  com- 
plete control  over  Turkish  filbert  exports  and  will  be  held  responsible 
for  such  control.    It  is  also  provided  that  exporters  of  filberts  must  secure 
permits  before  packing  filberts  for  export.    The  regulations  set  up  export 
grades  for  Turkish  filberts  according  to  their  size. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

British  hogs  increase;  Irish  decrease 

Hogs  in  England,  Wales  and  Scotland  totaled  3,344,000  on  June  1, 
1932,  an  increase  of  14  per  cent  over  1931  figures,  according  to  cabled 
advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  E.  A.  Eoley  at  London.    Last  year,  there 
was  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  figures  for  1930.    This  movement  toward 
larger  British  hog  numbers  is  contrary  to  the  current  trend  in  European 
producing  countries,  including  Irish  Free  State.    In  the  latter  country, 
total  hogs  on  June  1,  1932  totaled  1,122,000  head,  a  drop  of  9  per  cent 
from  1931  figures.    Brood  sows  were  reduced  14  per  cent. 

French  minimum  duty  restored  on  salted  hams  from  United  States 

The  French  minimum  rate  of  import  duty  of  400  francs  per  100  kilos  net 
(7.11  cents  per  pound)  on  hams  and  other  pork  meats,  salted  or  in  brine, 
raw,  not  prepared,  except  bacon 'and  fat  backs,  has. been  made  applicable  to 
imports  from  the  United  States  by  a  decree  published  in.  the  French  Journal 
Official  for  August  10,  1932,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  in  the  Depart 
ment  of  Commerce  from  Commercial  Attache  Fayette  W.  Allport,  Paris.    The  deer 
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is  retroactive  to  July  7,  1932,  when  salted  haais  from  the  United  States  were 
made  subject  to  the  general  rate  of  800  francs  per  100  kilos  (14.22  cents 
per  pound)  as  against  a  former  minimum  rate  of  175  francs  (3.11  cents)  which 
was  increased  to  400  francs  per  100  kilos  (7.11  cents  per  pound)  at  that 
t  ine . 

Proposed  government  assistance  to  hog  breeders  in  the  I'etherlaiids 

The  Government  of  the  lletherlands  has  recently  introduced  a  b  ill  to 
assist  hog  breeders.    The  preamble  states  that  it  is  necessary  to  improve 
the  quality  of  domestic  pork  and  that  in  order  to  encourage  this  it  will  be 
necessary  that  breeders  get  payments  for  their  animals  on  a  quality  bp.sis 
only.    In  order  to  simplify  putting  this  into  practice  it  is  intended  that 
onere  snould  be  a  concentration  of  exports.    The  proposal  is  to  control 
the  export  of  hogs  and  hog  products  by  setting  up  a  central  organization, 
made  up  of  representatives  of  the  interested  parties,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labor,  Commerce  and  Industry.    Owing  bo  present  low 
prices,  it  is  realized  that  for  the  time  being  at  least  losses  cannot  be 
avoided  in  doing  business  in  export  markets.    In  order  to  offset  these,  it 
is  planned  to  impose  a  tax  on  all  hogs  slaughtered  in  the  lletherlands  in 
order  to  subsidize  pork  exports.    It  is  probable  that  the  contemplated 
central  organization  will  control  both  the  internal  and  external  pork  and 
hog  trade  of  the  country. 

South  African  wool  exports  above  last  year 

Exports  of  greasy  wool  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  totaled 
290,550,000  pounds  for  the  year  ended  July  2,  1932,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria,    ^he  corresponding  1930-31  figure  was 
267,814,000  pounds.    Scoured  wool  exports  for  1931-32  reached  5,019,000  pounds 
against  4,956,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.    The  United  States  is  credited  with 
taking  1,972,000  pounds  of  grease  in  1931-32  against  2,841,000  pounds  in  the 
preceding  year.    The  84,101,000  pounds  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  the' 
year  just  closed  represented  only  a  slight  increase  over  1930-31  figures. 
The  outstanding  increase  for  1931-32  appears  in  exports  to  the  European  con- 
tinent at  139,671,000  pounds  of  grease  wool,  against  HC-,599,000  pounds  for 
1930-31. 

South  Africa  ex-ports  little  mohair 

Mohair  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  totaled  only  5,416 
bales  for  the  1931-32  season  ended  June  25  last,  according  to  a  recent  report 
from  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C. 'Taylor  at  Pretoria,  quoting  Consul  Dick  at 
port  Elizabeth.    Exports  in  1930-31  reached  12,631  bales  and  18,108  bales  in 
1929-30.    July  1,  1932  stocks  are  placed  at "between  10,000  and. 12,000  bales. 
The  market  continued  stagnant  through  July,  with  prices  low.  . . 
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•.  ^    DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

'■  Assistance  granted  to  Dutch  dairying  industry; 

A  measure  for  granting  assistance  to  the  Netherlands  dairy  industry 
was  recently  passed  by  the  legislature.    To  administer  the  act  a  central 
organization's  "been  set  up,  consisting  of  representatives  of  interested 
parties.     This  organization  will  handle  a  fund  to  he  established  for  paying 
a  bonus  to  dairy  farmers.    The  money  for  this  purpose  is  to  be  secured 
fror^the  control  of  •  the  sale  of  margarine,  by  means  of  the  sale  of  a  series 
of  license  marks.     The  latter. product  must  contain  an  admixture  of  not  more 
than  50  per  cent  of  domestic  butter.     It.  is  also  proposed  to  put  a  tax  on 
other  edible  fats  and  oils  in  order  that  the  present  price  parities  between 
them  and  margarine  may  be  retained*  . 

Latvian^gpyernpient  guarantees' fixed  prices  for  butter  exports 

A  law  dated  June  28,  1932,  authorises  the  Latvian  government  to 
guarantee  butter  exporters. a  price- of  2.50  lats  per  kilo'  (21.89  cents  per 
pound)  for  first  grade  butter  and -2.40  lats  per  kilo  (21.0)  cents  per  pound) 
lor  second  grade  butter.    The  law  will  be  effective  from  July  1,  1932  to 
June  oO,  1933.    The.  law  specifies  that  the 'government  will  pay  to  the  local 
butter  producers  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  above  men- 
tioned fixed  prices  and  the  prices  secured  for  Latvian  butter  sold  in  foreign 
markets.     However,  if  the  prices  secured,  for  exported  butter  are  higher  than 
the  guaranteed  level,  fifty  per  cent ; of  the  excess  must  bo  transferred  to  a 
special  fund  to  be  used  for  paying  the  bonus  when  exoort  prices  drop  below 
the  guaranteed,  level.    On  the  basis,  of  the  average  price  on  July  16,  1932 
lor  first  grade  Latvian  butter  in  foreign  markets,  the  above  aid  to  producers 
amounted  to  an  increase  of  about  50  per  cent  of  the  export  sales  price. 


ARGENTINE  TURKEY  SHIPPING  SEASON  OPENS 

A  shipment  of  frozen  turkeys  totaling  31,819  pounds  gross  left  Buenos 
Aires  on  July  23  to  arrive  in'NewYork'  on  August  10,  according  to  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke.    Last  year,  the  first  shipment, 
comprising  88,900  pounds,  left  Buenos  Aires  on  June  15.    Exporters  see 
little  m  the  present  United  States  market  situation  to  suggest  an  extensive 
business  this  year.     Several  shipments  have  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom  so  far 
this  season.     In  past  years  that  country  has  been  second  to  the  United  States 
as  a  foreign  market  for  Argentine  turkeys. .  Heavy  continental  European  ship- 
ments to  Great  Britain  this  season,. .however,  leave  less  opportunity  than  usual 
ior  the  Argentine  product,  Mr.  Luedtke  reports.     Italy  and  Spain  appear  to 
have  especially  liberal  export  ,  supplies  available. 
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THE  WORLD  RICE  SITUATION  a/ 
Tlie  estimated  world  rice  crop  of  1931,  outside  of  Russia  and  China, 
is  placed  at  131,000,000,000  pounds,  according  to  information  available  in 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
For  1930,  the  estimate  was  placed  at  134,000,000,000  pounds.    Although  smaller 
than  in  1930,  the  new  estimate  is  larger  than  any  other  of  the  preceding  9 
years.     Stocks  continue  large,  but  apparently  they  are  smaller  than  last  year, 
since  low  prices  have  drawn  larger  volumes  of  rice  into  international  trade 
during  the  past  12  months.    Exports  from  the  United  States  have  held  up  fairly 
well.    Reduced  supplies  in  Japan  have  caused  heavier  Japanese  buying  in  the 
southeast  Asiatic  export  markets.     China  also  has  been  a  more  active  buyer 
than  last  year. 

In  spite  of  the  unusually  large  carryover,  total  United  States  supplies 
may  be  smaller  because  of  the  reduced  1932  crop  indicated  by  August  1  condi- 
tions.   Disappearance  into  export  channels  during  1931^32,  especially  of 
southern  rice,  was  ahaut  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  price  cuts  were  re- 
quired to  keep  rice  moving  in  competition  with  Oriental  and  European  rices. 
Exports  of  California  rice  failed  to  expand  despite  the  increased  Japanese 
import  requirements  during  1931-32.     Shipments  of  rice  to  Puerto  Rico  and 
Hawaii  were  somewhat  smaller  in  1931-32.    The  movement  of  rice  into  domestic 
trade  channels  also  was  slightly  reduced. 

The  United  Kingdom  and  Germany,  especially  the  latter,  have  taken  more 
American  rice  in  recent  months  than  a  year  earlier.    There  has  been  less  busi- 
ness with  South  America,  in  which  increased  supplies  from  Brazil  have  been  a 

factor.     Cuba  shows  a  tendency  toward  larger  imports  of  American  rice, 
a/  Prepared  in  collaboration  with  Carlos  Campbell,  Associate  Agricultural 
Economist,  Division  of  *  Statistical  and  Historical  Research."

Following  the  unusually  large  estimated  world  production  figure 
for  1930,  the  corresponding  1931  estimate  shows  a  decline  of  2.2  per 
cent.     The  current  total  retains  world  production  at  a  level  higher  than 
for  any  year  since  1922  with  the  exception  of  1930.    A  drop  of  17  per 
cent  in  the  Japanese  crop  of  1931  is  the  leading  element  in  the  reduced 
world  total  for  that  year.    Declines  appear  also  in  the  1931  figures  for 

.  ■  the  leading  European  producing  countries.  Con- 

tinued large  crons  in  India  was  the  chief  factor  in  the  maintenance  of 
a  large  world  estimate.     The  Indian  figure  for  1931,  however,  which  is 
without  exception  the  largest  since  1922,  includes  Burma,  the  exporting 
province  of  India,  where  1931  production  was  reduced.    Indo- China,  the 
second  important  source  of  southeast  Asiatic  export  rice,  reports  a 
production  increase  over  1930  in  1931  to  register  the  largest  crop  since 
1927.     in  Si  am  the  1931  crop  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  "but  above 
the  1923  and  1929  levels. 

The  smaller  Japanese  crop  was  grown  on  an  acreage  somewhat  larger 
than  that  of  1930.    There  was  an  increase  also  in  the  United  States  acre- 
age for  that  year,  and  a  heavy  increase  in  the  total  Indian  area  Tinder 
rice,     in  Europe,  however,  acreage  declines  were  reported  for  the  leading 
rice  producing  countries.

Prices  and  stocks 

Prices  of  rice  in  the  producing  countries  of  Europe  and  Asia  de- 
clined very -rapidly  from  August  to  the  end  of  1931,  and  the  "beginning  of 
1932.    During  the  last  few  months  of  the  1931-32  crop  year,  however,  prices 
in  most  of  those  countries  improved.    Burma  =£2  at  Rangoon  was  quoted  at 
$1.38  per  hundred  pounds  in  August,  1931  and  declined  to  73  cents  in  February. 
#1  Round  White  at  Saigon  declined  from  $1.48  in  August  to  $1.09  in  January. 
The  declines  in  Spanish  and  Italian  prices  were  very  much  less  than  the 
declines  in  Asiatic  countries.    The  very  low  prices  of  Asiatic  rice  during 
the  latter  part  of  1931  and  early  part  of  1932,  resulted  in  heavy  exports 
from  those  countries.    The  exportable  surplus  available  during  the  early 
part  of  the  1931-32  season  was  considerably  a~ove  average,   especially  in 
Burma.    Information  on  the  1932  crop  in  those  countries  is  not  yet  available. 
The  surpluses  which  are  available  for  export  and  carryover  from  the  1931 
crops  in  those  countries  are,  for  the  most  part,  below  average.    This  is 
esoecially  true  in  Siam. 


United  States  rice  situation  in  1951-32 


Domestic  prices  of  United  States  rice  declined  during  the  1931-32 
crop  year  because  of  decreased  purchasing  power  in  all  of  the  markets  in 
which  American  rice  is  sold,    prices  of  Fancy  Blue  Rose  at  New  Orleans  for 
the  year  ended  July  31,  1932,  averaged  $2.60  per  hundred  pounds  compared 
with  $3-58  for  the  previous  year.    Fancy  California-Japan  at  San  Francisco 
suffered  a  similar  decline.    The  highest  prices  during  the  year  were  during 
August  and  September.    These  prices  were  affected  by  the  level  of  rice  prices 

which  had  obtained  during  the 
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latter  part  of  the  previous  year  and  by  the  relatively  small  carryover 
in  the  Southern  Belt.    After  a  very  sharp"  decline  in  October,  prices  ad- 
vanced again  in  November  and  December.    During  the  remainder  of  the 
year  prices  dropped  rapidly,  reaching  $1.95  for  fancy  Blue  Rose  at  New- 
Orleans  by  the  end  of  the  year.    This  was  the  lowest  price  at  which 
American  rices  have  sold  during  the  last  100  years. 

The  carryover  of  old  rice  into  the  1932-33  season  was  reported 
to  be  about  206  million  pounds  compared  with  a  carryover  of  117  million 
pounds  at  the  beginning  of  the  1931-32  year.    The  1932  crop,  based  on 
conditions  as  of  August  1,  was  forecast  to  be  the  equivalent  of  1,086 
million  pounds  (cleaned  basis).     Thus  the  total  supplies  for  this  year 
(1932-33)  appear  to  be  about  1,294  million  pounds  compared  with  a  total 
of  1,373  million  for  the  1931-32  crop  year. 

The  movement  of  milled  rice  into  consuming  channels  during  1931- 
32  totaled  about  45  million  pounds  less  than  the  1,211  million  pounds 
accounted  for  during  1930-31.    Practically  all  of  this  decline  occurred 
in  the  domestic  market,  especially  in  continental  United  States.  Exports 
were  about  the  same  as  those  for  1930-31.    The  1931-32  disappearance, 
in  millions  of  pounds,  is  accounted  for  as  follows:     Continental  United 
States  627.2  (food  543,   seed  84.2) , '  Puerto  Rice  198.6,  Hawaii  85.2,  total 
domestic  911.3,  exports  222  and  240  carried  into  the  1932-33  year  makes 
a  total  of  1,373.    The  apparent  supply  for  the  1932-33  season  of  1,294 
million  pounds  is  less  than  100  million  pounds  under  last  year's  dis- 
appearance . 

The  only  group  of  sales  during  1931-32  that  held  up  to  the  1930- 
31  level  was  exports,  which  were  maintained  by  drastic  reductions  in 
prices.     During  August,  September  and  October  exports  were  at  a  very  low 
level.    The  decline  in  prices  of  American  rice  during  October  stimulated 
exports  and  the  seasonal  peak  in  exports  came  in  November,  which  is 
somewhat  earlier  than  the  usual  peak.    The  very  low  prices  of  rice  in 
Asiatic  countries  during  the  mid-winter  months  stimulated  exports  from 
those  countries  and  United  States  exports  suffered  correspondingly. 
Prices  of  American  rice  however,  declined  during  the  last  half  of  the 
year  when  Asiatic  prices  were  holding  steady  or  advancing.  Consequently, 
exports  of  United  States  rice  for  each  of  the  months,  March  to  July, 
were  higher  than  for  the  corresponding  months  in  1931.    In  eight  of  the 
principal  importing  countries  in  which  77  per  cent  of  the  1930-31  total 
United  States  exports  were  sold,  low  prices  resulted  in  total  imports 
increasing,  but  in  each  case  the  percentage  increase  of  total  imports 
was  greater  than  the  percentage  increase  in  imports  of  American  rice. 
Germany  imported  62  per  cent  more  rice  during  the  first  ten  months  of 
1931-32  than  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1930-31,  whereas  the  in- 
crease in  takings  of  American  rice  ?yas  47  per  cent.     In  the  United  King- 
dom the  increase  in  total  imports  was  12  per  cent  and  for  United  States 
rice  3  per  cent.

Countries  imrortant  in  the  United  States  rice  export  trade 

The  exceptionally  low  purchasing  power  of  the  principal  rice  import- 
ing nations  during  the  1931-32  year  tended  to  decrease  the  demand  for  rice. 
Supplies  in  the  exporting  countries,  especially  Siam,  Surma  and  French  Indo- 
china, were  unusually  large  and  .prices  in  many  of  these  exporting  countries 
declined  to  very  low  levels.     The  net  result  was  an  increase  inthe  total: 
imports  of  many  of  the  importing  countries.     In"  eight  of  these  countries  .. 
which  during  1930-31  took  77  per  cent  of  the  United  States  exports  of  rice 
there  was  a  44  per  cent  increase  in  total  imports  during  the  first  ten 
months  of  the  1931-32  season  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of.  the 
previous  year.    Five  of  these  were  European  countries  in  which  imports  of 
rice  from  the  United  States  during  the  first  ten  months  of  1931-32  exceeded 
those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1930-31  by  13  per' cent.--  Three  South 
American  countries  purchased  negligible  quantities  of  United  States  rice  dur 
ing  1931-32.     The  loss  in  exports  to  South  American  countries  during  1931- 
32,  was  balanced  by  increases  in  exports  to  Europe,  thus  resulting  in  United 
States  exports  during  1931-32  just  about  equalling  those  of  1930-31.  This 
foreign  business,  however,  was  maintained  by  a  reduction  in  price  of  Amer- 
ican rice  from  an  average  of  .$3-»58  per  hundred  pounds  for  fancy  Blue  Rose 
at  Uew  Orleans  for  .1930^-31  to  $2.60  for  1931-32. 

The  United  Kingdom  imports  an  average  of  2  to  3  million  rounds  of 
..rice  annually.    During  the.  10-year  period  1921-22  to  1930-31  there  has  been 
a  downward  trend  in  the  imports  of  rice  in  the  United  Kingdom.     The  largest 
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(animal  imports  during  this  period  totaled  537,600,000  pounds  /in  1921-22  and- the 
lowest  was  in  1929-30  with  254,912,000  pounds.     Since  1925-26,  however,  there 
have  "been  only  small  changes  in  annual  imports. 

The  United  Ki  ngdom  is  one  of  the  largest  importers  of  United  States 
rice,  but  a  relatively  small  percentage  of  the  total  United  Kingdom  imports 
come  from  the  United  States.    British  India,  principally  Burma,  '  supplies  the 
Uni  tod  Kingdom  with  from  40  to  50  per  cent  of  its  rice  imports.'  Spain  is 
also  relatively  important  as  a  source  of  rice  for  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
Uni  ted  Kingdom  has  "been  importing  relatively  large  quantities  >of  rice  from 
the  United  Spates  since  1920.    Beginning  with  1926  Spain  became' an  important 
source, of  British  imports The  imports  of  rice  from  the  United  States  have 
been  holding  fairly  steady' during  this  10-year  period,  whereas  imports  from 
Spain  and  countries  other  than  British  India,  have  fluctuated  .rather  widely. 

The  changes'  in  annual  imports  are  associated  wi  th  changes' in  prices 
in  the  importing' countries.    The  quantities  imported  from  the'Uhited  States 
have  been  affected  by  prices  of  United  States  rice  to  a  greater  extent  than  " 
have  the  imports  from  British  India    been  affected  by  prices  in  India. 
There  appears  to  be  very  little  competition  between  Burma,  rice  and  American 
Blue  Rose  in  the  London  market.    It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  competition 
which  American  rice  encounters  comes  from  Spanish  rices  and  rice  from  other 
countries,  Siam,  French  Indo  China,  etc.    Imports  of  American  rice  during 
the  first  ten  months  of  the  1931-32  season  (August  to  May)  totaled  31,908,000 
pounds  compared  with  30,917,000  pounds  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1930-31. 
This  increase  in  imports  of  American  rice  was  associated  with  a  25  per  cent 
decline  in  price  of  Blue  Rose  rice  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
percentage  increase  of  imports  from  British  India/. during  1931-32  over' those 
of  1930-31  was  greater  than  the  increase  in  American  rice,  although  the  de- 
cline in  prices,  on  a  percentage  basis,  was  about  the  same.    The  imports  of 
American  rice  during  1930-31  were  only  slightly  larger  than  those  for  the 
previous  year,  although  import  prices  of  this  rice  declined  from  an  average 
of  $5.47  per  cwt.  in  1929-  30  to  $4.95  in  1930-31.    Had  average  demand  con- 
ditions obtained  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  last  two  years,  the  im- 
ports   of  American  rice  would  probably  have  "been  approximately  16  per  cent 
larger  in  1930-31  and  30  per  cent  larger  in  1931-32. 

A  distinctly  seasonal  movement  characterizes  the  imports  of  American 
rice  into  the  United  Kingdom.    The  peak  of  imports  usually  occurs  during 
November  or  December.    On  a  few  occasions  the  peak  has  been  a  month  later  as 
in  1928-29  when  the  Fenruary  imports  were  slightly  higher  than  December. 
This  seasonal  movement  bears  very  little  relationship  to  the  seasonal  move- 
ment of  prices  of  Blue  Rose  rice  in  the  United  States.    Imports  of  rice  from 
British  India  also  have  a  distinctly  seasonal  character,  the  peak  coning  in 
the  spring,  usually  in  April  or  May  when  -supplies  are  heaviest  in  Burma. 

In  September  1931  the  United  Kingdom  went  off  the  gold  standard  and 
the  pound  sterling  declined  in  value  with  respect  to  the  dollar.    The  effect 
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cf  this  change  was  to  advance  prices  of  Blue  Rose  rice  in  London  in  pound 
sterling.    This  advance  in  prices,  however,  apparently  did  not  seriously 
affect  the  imports  of  American  rice.    Associated  with  this  advance  in  price 
was  the  usual  seasonal  increase  in  imports  of  American  rice,  reaching  a 
peak  in  November  with  December  imports  only  slightly  "below,     Later  in  the 
season  when  prices  in  the  United  Stat  es  declined  materially,  there  was  a 
corresponding  decline  in  prices  of  American  rice  in  London  and  imports 
during  March  and  April  were  relatively  high  for  that  season  of  the  year. 

Imports  of  American  rice  into  the  United  Kingdom  will,  no  doubt, 
continue  to  be  affected  by  changes  in  prices.     YTith  the  relatively  low 
purchasing  power  of  that  country,  American  exporters  cannot  expect  to  in- 
crease exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  much,  with  a  given  decrease  in 
prices,  as  they  could  have  a  few  years  ago.    However,  the  United  Kingdom 
will  continue  to  be  one  of  the  largest  buyers  of  American  rice  unless 
discriminatory  restrictions  in  imports  are  set  up  by  that  country. 

Hice  imports  into  Germany  during  the  last  eight  years  have  tended 
downward.     The  most  important  sources  of  German  imports  are  British  India, 
Italy,  Siam  and  the  United  States.    During  the  same  time  that  total  German 
imports  have  been  declining,  imports  from  the  United  States' hare  been  in- 
creasing rapidly.     The  increases  during  the  past  two  years,  however,  have 
ceen  small  relatively  to  previous  years.    During  the  first  eleven  months 
of  the  1931-32  crop  year  (August  to  June)  Germany  iiported  47,141,623 
pounds  of  American  rice  compared  with  32,175,476  pounds  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1930-31.    Total  imports  into  Germany  during  ,the  first  ten 
months  of  the  1931-32  crop  year  were  715,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
44C, 09C,000  pounds  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 
Thus  the  percentage  increase  of  total  rice  imports  into  Germany  was  62  com- 
pared with  47  percentage  increase  of  imports  from  the  United  States.  These 
increases  in  imports  have  been  associated  with  material  declines  in  prices. 

Argentina,  Chile  and  Colombia  each  import,  under  normal  conditions, 
relatively  large  quantities  of  American  rice.     The  nrice  paid  for  American 
rice  in  those  countries  has  usually  averaged  higher"  than  the  prices  at 
wnicn  American  rice  is  sold  in  European  countries.    The  high  point  of  im- 
ports of  American  rice  into  Argentina  was  during  1928-29  and  amounted  to 
37,778,000  pounds.     Since  that  year  imports  of  American  rice  have  declined 
materially.     It  is  probable  that  imports  during  1931-32  may  not  exceed  8 
million  pounds.     Imports  of  American  rice  into  Chile  have  likewise  decreased 
for  zen  of  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  1931-32  year.     Imports  were 
smaller  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  1930-31.     Imports  of  American 
rice  into  Colombia  have  decreased  during  the  last  few  years  from  an  average 
of  aacut  13  million  pounds  to  a  negligible  quantity.    A  part  of  these  de- 
creases were  due  to  the  depreciated  currency  of  the  South  American 
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countries.    Another  significant  factor  was  the  unusually  large  Brazilian 
crop  last  year.    Brazil  exported  123  million  pounds  of  rice  during  1931,  a 
large  part  of  which  'vent  to  Argentina.    This  year' s  Brazilian  crop  is  very 
small.     It  is  estimated  to  "be  about  30  to  35  per  cent  less  than  that  of  last 
year  and  will  probably  leave  only  a  relatively  small  surplus  for  export. 
The  absence  of  the  Brazilian  competition  is  evidenced  by  the  sudden  upturn 
in  Argentine  imports  of  United  States  rice  during  May  and  June. 

The  Cuban  market  is  one  in  which  there  has  been  considerable  competi- 
tion between  American  and  Oriental  rices,  the  latter  securing  most  of  the 
trade  because  of  their  very  low  prices.    Luring  the  last  year  there  has  been 
a  growing  tendency  to  substitute  American  for  Oriental  varieties.    This  fact, 
together  with  the  drastic  decline  in  prices  of  American  rice,  especially 
second  heads  and  screenings,  has  resulted  in  a  material  increase  in  imports 
of  American  rice.    For  the  eleven  months,  August  1931  to  June  1932  Cuban 
imports  of  American  rice  amounted  to  18,139,000  pounds  compared  with  927,000 
pounds  for  the  corresponding  period  for  the  previous  year.    Should  the  in- 
creased Cuban  import  duties  become  effective,  imports  of  American  rice  would 
probably  show  further  increases,  since  the  value  of  the  40  per  cent  duty 
preferential  for  American  rice  would  be  materially  increased.    Any  decided 
advance  in  American  prices  might,  however,  result  in  a  drastic  decline  in 
Cuba  takings  provided,  of  course,  there  was  not  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  prices  of  other  rice  imported  into  Cuba. 

Japanese  Empire 

The  exceptionally  small  Japanese  rice  crop  of  1931  was  followed  by 
an  increase  in  Japanese  imports.    For  the  first  ten  months  of  the  crop  year 
ended  July  31,  1932,  imports  of  rice  into  Japan  reached  267,909,000  pounds 
against  251,048,000  pounds  for  the  corresponding  1930-31  period,  according  to 
official  Japanese  foreign  trade  records.     Indications  are  that,  up  to  August 
1  last,  the  increased  Japanese  interest  in  imported  rice  in  recent  months  had 
little  or  no  stimulating  effect  upon  the  outward  movement  of  American  rice 
from  California  ports.    Estimates  of  Japanese  import  requirements  for  the 
current  rice  year  are  conflicting,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  probable 
rate  of  consumption.     It  is  conceded  that  Japan  requires  more  imported  rice 
than  last  year,  but  apparently  the  rate  of  consumption  is  expected  to  be 
below  normal. 

Reports  from  southeast  Asiatic  countries  of  expanded  rice  exports  to 
Japan,  suggest  that  the  bulk  of  the  additional  Japanese  requirements  for 
imported  rice  may  be  met  from  that  source,  especially  Siam.  That  country 
normally  supplies  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  foreign  rice  imported  into 
Japan.  Total  imports  from  all.  sources  have  declined  steadily  since  1927. 
The  movement  from  all' countries  other  than  Siam  and  the  United  States  has 
been  discouraged  by  Japanese  import  regulations  as  well  as  by  a  preference 
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for  the  quality  of  rice  obtainable  from  the  two  countries  indicate!.  All 
imports,  however,' nave' fallen 'off  coincident  with  the  large  domestic  Japanese 
crops  in  recent  years,  supplemented  "by  well-sustained  production  in  Chosen 
end  Taiwan.

South  Asia  producing  countries 

Exports  and  marketing  conditions  for  1932  to  date  in- Burma,  Siam 
and  French  Indo-China  have  not  been  as  favorable  to  producers  and  the 
trade  as  the  statistical  position  of  the  crops  has  suggested.    The  smaller 
1931-32  crops  in  Burma  and  Siam  resulted  in  supplies  available  for  export 
in  the  three  countries  smaller  than  at  the  beginning  of  1931.    Reports  of 
reduced  supplies  in  China,  always  an  important  market,  and  of  additional 
requirements  in  Japan  caused  some  hardening  of  prices  early  this  year, 
al thou. gh  at  levels  under  those  of  a  year  earlier.    The  countries  indicated 
have  taken  more  rice  this  year  than  last,  but  during  the  past  two  months 
there  has  been  less  activity  and  prices  have  eased  off.    In  Burma.,  there 
has  been 'less  demand 'from  India  proper  owing  to  the  unusually  large  1931- 
32  crop  in  that  area.    Total  Burma  exports  for  1932  have  run"  behind  1931 
figures. 

Burma  and  India-' 

The  Burma  rice  export  surplus  for  1932  has  been  placed  officially 
at  2,700,000  long  tons,  according  to  Vice  Consul  L.  C.  Altaffer  at  Rangoon* 
Total  exports  for  1931  reached  3t459,000  long  tons.    Total  rice-exports 
from  Burma  for  the  period  January  1-July  22,  1932  were  17.1  cent  below 
corresponding  1931  figures,  according  to  trale  reports.    The  increased 
movement  from  Rangoon  to  Japan,,  and  China  and  Straits  Settlements  was  the 
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only  advance  of  importance  made  over  last  vear's  fibres.  while  reaching 
only  77,000  long  tons,  the  Japanese  "business  was  especially  striking  since 
no  shipments  to  that  count ry  are  shown  for  1931,  the  current  figure  being 
the  largest  since  1929.    Substantial  gains  also  appear  in  exports  to  the 
Straits  and  China,  which  are  always  important  in  the  Burma  rice  export 

..movements... The  other  two-  are-India-  and  Europe.    So  far  this  year,  Straits 
and  China  have  taken  the  leading  place  in  the  trade,  followed  in  order 

..by-  India-and  Europe.  •  -The  usual  order  is  India,  Europe,  and  Straits  and 
China. : 

Cleaned  rice  exports  by  sea  from  all  India  for  the  period  January 
1-April  30,  1932  were  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  1931  period,  accord- 
ing to  official  monthly  returns.     Indications  are  that  the  increased  out- 
ward movement  was  from  producing  areas  other-  than  Burma.    For.  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1932,  however,,  most  of  the  increased  movement  from  India 
is  officially  attributed  to  Burma,  with  some  increased  outward  movement  of 
Bengal  rice.     Increased  exports' from  Burma  in  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1352  apparently  are  accounted  for  by  heavier  movements  in  the  months  August- 
January  1931-32  than  in  the  corresponding  1930-31  period.    Official  returns 
by  countries  of  destination  for  the  12  months  ended  March  31.  last  are  not 
yet  available,  "but  the  movement  for  recent  month's  is  indicated  by  the  above- 
mentioned  unofficial  figures  on  Burma.
